Houselots 
flooded, 
says health

Two adjoining houselots alleged 
ly filled with water will be subject 
to an unofficial check by the 
Wilmington Board of Health and 
DEQE. 

Member Joseph Paglia brought 
the lots to the attention of his board 
at a meeting Monday night. The 
parcels border the cranberry bog 
off Shawsheen Avenue and are 
being developed by Jay Tighe 

Paglia was most concerned with 
the amount of water on the 
property, the proximity to the 
Middlesex Canal which may have 
an affect on water flow, and 
contamination of the groundwater 
if septic systems are put in with so 
much water on site, He contended 
thm water has always been a 
problem in that area and asked that 
DEQE look at the property to avoid 
future problems. 

Health Director Greg’ Erickson 
maintained that as long as the 
developer puts in a system four feet 
above the groundwater he fulfills 
health board regulations. He told 
Paglia it was his understanding the 
developer had stripped the top soil 
and plans to use processed sand as 
fill. This sand, he said, will slow 
water flow and largely prohibit any 
contamination to the nearby 
wetlands. Erickson added the lots 
met the approval of the Con- 
servation Commission and DEQE 
can't officially check out the site. 

As a result of ensuing discussion, 
it was decided to have the board 
take a closer look at the lots and ask 
DEQE to offer an unofficial 
opinion.

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International students visit health center 


The Regional Health Center in - 
Wilmington took on a cosmopolitan 
air recently when a dozen 
international students from Tufts 
visited, 

Originally from Brazil, Korea, 
India, Bangladesh, South Africa, 
Indonesia, Central Africa and the 
United States, they arrived for the 
scheduled tour with A. Frederick 
Hartman, MD, visiting associate 
professor in the university's School 
of Nutrition. 

He brought the graduate students 
taking his course, "Primary Health 
Care in Developing Countries,” to 
the facility for afield trip. , 

"“RHCW could serve as a model 
for a successful free standing

1987 looked like a good year for Larry Giordano's 
furlough bill. Requiring an end to all furloughs for 
convicted first degree murderers, the bill had made great 
strides in the House of Representatives, easily passing a floor 
vote last month. But in the senate, the Giordano legislation 
ran into a brick wall in the form of State Senator Royal 
Bolling, Sr. 

Don't look.for Bolling and Giordano to be teeing off 
together this spring at the Colonial. According to Giordano, 
the.two were discussing the furlough issue just this week, 
only to.be separated by colleagues who suspected that more 
than words were about to be exchanged. But perhaps a good, 
healthy kick is exactly what Bolling could use right about 
now, since he has taken it upon himself to kill the furlough 
bill for this legislative session. 

In an interview with the Town Crier Tuesday morning, 
Representative Giordano, a former police officer 
representing Methuen on Beacon Hill, said "Bolling was 
called upon to avoid the Governor embarrassment". 
Giordano said that Dukakis doesn't support a total end to 
furloughs for first degree murderers, and that the governor 
wanted to avoid having to veto the bill. This is where 
Bolling came in, Referfitig to the bill, Giordano said, 
"Bolling has stacked amendments on it to kill it this year." 

Killer amendments, what the state senate is famous for 
these days, are an effective parliamentary move to keep a bill 
from seeing the light of day. And what's ironic, says Larry 
Giordano, is that its the same tactic that Bolling has criticized 
when it was used to kill the Gay Rights Bill, a bill Bolling 
was supporting in the senate. Giordano said, "He's crying 
foul on the Gay Rights Bill, but he’s doing the same thing to 
me.” 

But in the end it will take a lot more than Dukakis, 
Bolling, the Boston Globe or any other politician to stop an 
eventual ban on these’furloughs in Massachusetts. That's 
because Donna Cumono and Citizens Against an Unsafe 
Society (C.A.U.S.) have been successful in getting a question 
on the November 1988 ballot, which if passed, will ban 
furloughs for first degree murderers once and for all. 

Donna joined forces with Joan Bamford and Maureen 
Donovan from Methuen last year, and presented a petition to 
the Health and Human Services Committee in the State House 
of Representatives calling for an end to furloughs for first 
degree murderers. But it soon became obvious that their 
only route was with the public. Together with volunteers 
from around the state, C.A.U.S. collected over 57,000 
signatures for an initiative on the issue next November. 

Donna Cumono, who lives in North Andover, was quick to 
lay a great deal of blame for the furlough bill's recent failure 
at the feet of Governor Michael Dukakis. "I think he has 
deliberately avoided addressing the issue, and that's 
unconscionable. He hasn't realized yet that we won't go 
away”, Cumono said. 

People like State Rep. Giordano and the other supporters 
of the furlough ban, will soon be able to grin at Bolling and 
Dukakis. The ballot question on this issue is sure to pass 
easily in November, and Giordano already has -61 
representatives supporting a revived bill for the 1988 
legislative session. And in the interim, prison inmates in the 
Commonwealth won't get too much sympathy from Larry 
Giordano, who puts it bluntly. "Why do we always forget 
the victim? All we hear about is the right of the criminal. 
These days you're not even safe to walk the streets, and 
meanwhile we're building a brand new gymnasium for the 
inmates at Norfolk State Prison,” 

And one last tidbit that Larry Giordano passed on to us was 
that Massachusetts is only one of four states which allows 
prison inmates to vote. 

Giordano won't be able to count on these voters, but-you 
can bet they're with the Duke all the way!

The woman coldly eyed her 
five-year-old son who Sat across the 
table.

As the discussion dissolved into 
name calling, Addler suggested a 
private caucus in which each side 
outlined key issues and demands.

On his return to the Tufts 
classroom, Dr. Hartman focused on 
management issues in primary 
health care with RHCW as a case 
study.

The little kid 
is all in favor of it, but the mother 
disagrees, and says, "So the kid has 
to be strapped in. But if we have an 
accident I'll get killed and the kid 
will be alive and what good is that?"

The League of Women Voters of 
Wilmington will be hosting a "Meet 
Your Town Officials" reception in 
the spring. This article begins a 
weekly series to familiarize the 
public with the dutiés and 
responsibilities of our officials in 
preparation for the event. 

Although all towns in Massachu- 
setts are subject to the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth, there 
is a strong home rule tradition in 
the State. A town has almost 
complete authority with which to 
carry on its government, provided 
that it within these laws. 

Until 1950, Wilmington was 


governed by the town meeting, 
selectmen, and numerous elected 
individuals and boards, operating 
under a series of legislative acts, 
bylaws and various customs 
established over the years. 

As the town grew in population, 
the resulting expansion in services 
created an increasingly heavy 
burden on the officials. Therefore, 
in 1950, after permisison from the 
Legislature was requested and 
granted, the voters of Wilmington 
voted for a strong town manager 
form of government. Under this 
charter, the office of town manager 
is invested with considerable

responsibilities and appointive 
powers. The charter generally 
defines the manner in which 
government is organized. 

Through this series the League 
hopes to show not only what our 
officials do but to promote the 
informed participation of citizens 
in their own government. All 
meetings of a governmental body 
are open to the public except, when 
by law, an item may be discussed in 
executive session. Most meetings 
are held at.a regularly scheduled 
time and place, however, public 
notice of all meetings is posted at 
least 48 hours in advance at the 
town hall.

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Nice ice, but is it safe? 


by Bill Conlon 

‘The Ice Man Cometh -- or at least 
he'll be here soon. 

Folks have been seen ice fishing 
on a number of lakes and ponds in 
the area, but I'd personally like to 
add a note of caution. Some of the 
ice in the Merrimack Valley just 
may not be up to par yet. 

And two lives have been lost so 
far this season -- one in Michigan 
and another in Maine -- after 
snowmobiles fell through the ice. 

Gary Zima, state director of the 
Mass Division of Fisheries & Wild- 
life's Aquatic Resources Education 
program, provided the following 
list of ice thicknesses and strengths. 
He said the chart was taken from a 
1966 copy of Maine Fish and Game 
magazine. 

All figures give are for clear 
“black” ice on lakes and ponds only. 
Subtract 15 percent for river ice, 
and the ice must be twice as thick 
for "gray" slush ice. Also, the loads 
given should be moving, and not 
stationary: 

2" thick -- one human, on foot 

3" thick -- a group walking single 
file 

7.5" will support a car of under 
two.tons in weight 

8" for a lightweight truck 

12" for a truck up to eight tons 

15" will handle ten tons or more. 

The first ice of the season, Zima 
said, is usually the strongest and the 
most flexible -- because the ice 
hasn't had a chance to thaw and then 
refreeze, which weakens the stuff 
something awful. First ice is most 
often the rock-hard "black" kind, 

But just to prove that the ice isn't 
what it may seem to be, I heard the 
following story on Monday from 
Jeff Borstell, owner of the Century 
21 real estate office on Main Street 
in Tewksbury. Check this out ... 

Jeff said he was ice skating on 
Round Pond in Tewksbury last 
Sunday when he had a wee bit of an 
accident. Without any warning Jeff 
suddenly fell through, and only his 

vqutstretched arms kept him from 
going under the icecap. The sound 
of cracking ice came too late. 

(After scuba diving under the ice 
-- once -- I'm here to say that you 
can't see a hole in the ice from

underneath unless you have one 


hand sticking through it! The hole © 


is gone without a trace -- fact!) 

‘Anyway, Jeff said he tried to pull 
himself out of the hole, only to have 
the ice keep crumbling underneath 
him! And to top it off, the water 
oozing through his pant-legs was 
COLD! 

Jeff said he kept belly-crawling 
along until he found a solid spot, 
then realized he didn’t dare stand 
up. If the ice was that weak, putting 
his weight on a small area (his feet) 
might be enough to crack the ice 
again. So, to play it safe, Jeff said 
he belly-crawled all the way to 
shore. 

Jeff was lucky. At the very least 
he could have suffered hypother- 
mia (lowered body temperature), 
or he could have drowned in the icy 
black water of Round Pond. 

The current cold snap is doing 
wonders for the ice, and by the 
weekend there should be close to 
six inches of good black ice on local 
lakes and ponds -- just in time for 
ice fishing derbies, snowmobiling, 
skating and other such wintry 
pursuits. There's a long and fun- 
filled winter ahead on the ice, but 
only if the ice itself is safe. All 
those free acres go to waste if the 
ice isn't up to par. 

And even then I've seen some 
deadly thin ice in the bitterest cold 
of February. An underground 
spring may be enough to weaken 
the ice in small areas, or there may 
be other hidden factors involved. 
Always keep a sharp eye for wet or 
dark spots on the ice, no matter 
what the rest of the pond is like. 

Let's be careful out there!

“Our paramedics have 
responded to the full range of 
life-threatening conditions, 
anything from cardiac arrest 
and multiple trauma to allergic 
reactions, stroke, pulmonary 
edema, and chest pains,” said 
Paul Fitzpatrick, director of 
paramedics for the North 
Suburban Emergency Medical 
Consortium, provider of ALS 
care 

Members of the consortium 
are ChoateSymmes Health 
Services, Inc., the Lahey Clinic 
Medical Center and Winchester 
Hospital, whose representatives 
gathered December 14 to ob- 
serve the first anniversary of 
ALS services. Joining them 
were paramedics and area fire 
or police chiefs, 

“Great strides have been 
made in the field of Emergency 
Medicine during the past 15 
years, but none more important 
than the ability to extend the 
capabilities of the hospital 
emergency department to the 
critically ill or injured patient in 
the field," Michael S. Erdos, 
M.D., director of the Symmes 
Hospital Emergency Depart 
ment, told the assembly 

“Those of us practicing 
emergency medicine on a daily 
yasis have all felt the 

-ustration of being unable to 
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revive or resuscitate someone 
because of the lack of 
senhisticated pre-hospital care. 
We nave been aware for some 
lune now that the only way to 
alter: these statistics is to be 
able to deliver advanced life 
support far beyond the confines 


of the hospital emergency 
department. It is for these 
reasons that our institutions 


have worked so diligently over 
the past six years to develop 
this paramedic service. No one 
will deny the many regulatory, 
political and economic ob- 
stacles which had to be over- 
come, but these quickly fade 
when I think of the 59-year-old 
man from Woburn who ex- 
perienced cardiac arrest/ven- 
tricular fibrillation at home 
early one morning, whom we 
successfully resuscitated prior 
to transport to the hospital 
(when 20 minutes of advanced 
life support at home meant the 
difference between life and 
death) 

Or the 18-year-old whom we 
successfully defibrillated, also 
at home after a ventricular 
arrhythmia, who left the 
hospital a week later alive and 
well. Or the young man from 
Reading whose car turned over 
on Route 93 early one morning, 
who probably would not have 
made it to a hospital, much less 
to a trauma center in Boston, 
without the efforts of our 
paramedics at the scene."*

vice president for clinical 
services at Choate-Symmes and 
chairman of the consortium, 
said, ‘‘The hospitals have 
shared a commitment to caring 
by starting and continuing a 
program that does in fact lose 
money. With all the publicity 
that health care costs receive 
today, it should be especially 
significant to our communities 
that these three organizations 
continue to emphasize patient 
welfare.” 

The communities served by 
the consortium are Arlington, 
Lexington, Woburn, Bedford, 
Burlington, Billerica, 
Wilmington, Reading and North 
Reading. Winchester will be 
added in February. 

Stroman recalled that the 
first meeting of the consortium 
was called April 15, 1981, and 
one of its first responsibilities 
was to determine whether ALS 
was apprepriate and needed in 
this area. ‘I guess our patient 
totals in just one year bear this 
out.” 

The consortium received 
Determination of Need ap- 
proval from the Department of 
Public Health in February, 
1986, and became operational 
nine months later. “It has gone 
very well,” he said. “The ac- 
ceptance in the community has 
been excellent. People have 
been happy to have the 
resources available."’

Advanced Life Support program ends first year 


this is that eight and a half 
minutes after the paramedics 
are called, the patient can be 
receiving advanced life support 
under the direction of the 
emergency room physician. 
Without them, a whole 15 to 20 
minutes would have passed 
before the patient arrives at the 
hospital and begins receiving 
this level of care. 

“The EMTs don’t wait for us 
to arrive,’ he explained, 
praising them for exercising 
judgment in transporting im- 
mediately. ‘‘We frequently 
meet them enroute to the 
hospital.” 

It may seem strange to those 
who have seen a speeding 
ambulance — sirens blaring 
and lights flashing stop 
suddenly as a much smaller 
vehicle catches up to it, and its 
two occupants (paramedics) 
jump out and into the am- 
bulance. They quickly assess 
the patient and decide whether 
paramedical attention is 
required. If it is, one paramedic 
may accompany the patient to 
he hospita continuing 
treatment enroute. If not, the 
ambulance continues on its way 
and the paramedics return to 
headquarters, ready for the 
next call. 

“The condition of the patient 
is significantly improved with 
the introduction of advanced 
life support,” said Jon Jenkins, 
M.D., director of the Win- 
chester Hospital Emergency 
Room. ‘Under the direction of 
the emergency room physician 
on the radio, paramedics 
provide very definitive treat- 
ment in the field so that patients 
are actually improving by the 
time they arrive if the 
emergency‘réom. 

“The biggest benefit to these 
patients is the paramedics’ 
expertise in protecting the 
airway. In the past, a lot of 
problems arose because the 
airway was unprotected,"’ 
Referring to the interaction of 
EMTs and paramedics to 
provide ‘a continuum of care,’ 
Dr. Jenkins emphasized that 
they interface very closely in 
bringing to the patient the skills 
necessary to improve the 
quality of pre-hospital 
emergency care.” 

Eleanor Hobbs, M.D., 
director of the Lahey Clinic 
Medical Center Emergency 
Department added, ‘‘One of the 
most viable contributions is that 
ALS has introduced at a very 
basic level among the four 
hospitals and 10 communities a 
spirit of cooperation that has 
improved communication 
across the board.'' The in- 
troduction of ALS has served to 
upgrade the level of emergency 
care and make it more ac- 
cessible to the communities, she 
said. 

Leonard Redfern, chief of the 
Reading Fire Department, 
admitted to being a non- 
believer. He credited Stroman 
with convincing him that it 
would not cost the town 
anything. ‘Neil and the con- 
sortium have stood by those 
words. I said we wouldn't use it 
more than six or seven times a 
year. The fact is that we use it 
six or seven times a day. It is 
making us look good. Whatever 
you're doing, keep doing it 
because it’s working,” he told 
the paramedics. 

Paramedics receive approx- 
imately 2,000 hours of 
emergency and life support 
training, whereas EMTs 
receive approximately 120 
hours. Further, paramedics 
must receive 150 to 200 hours of 
training every two years just to 
maintain certification. 

Before ALS was introduced, 
Fitzpatrick met with all the fire 
chiefs and EMTs. Since then, he 
has organized ongoing training 
for paramedics, EMTs and 
dispatchers. 

“Our ALS-BLS rounds are a 
real success story. Programs 
are held once a month at the fire 
departments on a_ rotating 
basis. As many as 40 area EMTs 
attend at one time. We review 
cases, listen to the tapes, and 
hear a guest speaker. Speakers 
are the medical directors of the 
hospital emergency rooms, who 
exemplify excellent quality 
This is a fine example of 
cooperation and commitment. 

“We have accomplished 
much of what we set out to do 
during this first year, and have 
made major strides in 
establishing the consortium,” 
Fitzpatrick concluded. “But, as 
in any multiple systems ap- 
proach to care, there is always 
a desire’ to synchronize. pre- 
hospital care between the 
dispatcher, EMTs, paramedics, 
and hospital emergency 
departments. I am pleased to 
report that this is happening.”

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Disney Studios geared for growth 


By ROCHELLE FLYNN 


LOS ANGELES — The ink- 
well at the Disney studios had 
all but dried up in the last 
decade or so and with that came 
the decline of the Disney dream. 
‘The famed animator’s cartoons 
were no longer a mainstay of 
the masses and it didn’t look 
like they ever would be again 
The quality of animation, which 
had become somewhat 
lackluster over the years, was 
revitalized with the studio's 
first PG-rated cartoon in 1985, 

The Black Cauldron.”' It just 
didn't do enough business to 
cover staggering production 
costs. But, this past year has 
seen a resurgence of activity 
and that inkwell is once again 
gushing Technicolor hues

Part of the new regime at the 
studio is Jeffrey Katzenberg, 
chairman of the motion pictures 
and television diyision.- He 
recently explained the studio’s 
new schedule for animation 
features, beginning with the 
current re-release of ‘Cin- 
derella” to be followed by 
“Bambi” next summer. Kat- 
zenberg said that the plan is to 
release a new animated film 
each Thanksgiving/Christmas 


season instead of the usual 
three and four year gaps bet- 
ween new features, with 
reissues coming in the spring 
and summer. This is because 
productions are now overlap- 
ping and an expanded crew of 
animators has been added to the 
artistic stable.

The first of the new films in 
this ambitious program is the 
tentatively titled “Oliver and 
Company,” a Dickensian fable 
about an orphaned kitten, which 
will be followed by “The Little 
Mermaid” based on the Hans 
Christian Andersen fable. 
Eventually there will be an 
adaptation of “Beauty and the 
Beast” and a sequel to “The 
Rescuers.” 

George Scribner, the director 
of “Oliver,” said that the 
adaptation is set in New York 
City, present day, and that 
Fagin is a human whose gang of 
dogs steal for him. Oliver is a 
kitten who joins the gang. This 
musical has five numbers, one 
of which is “Dodger’s Theme," 
which will be sung by Billy Joel, 
who also provides Dodger’s 
voice. Other voices include 
Bette Midler as the pampered 
Park Avenue poodle, Georgette, 
Dom De Luise as Fagin, Cheech 
Martin as Tito, a chihuahua 
with a Latin temper and 
Richard Mulligan as Einstein, a 
mindless mutt with no theory of 
relativity. 

“The Little Mermaid” is the 
first Disney film that will take 
place primarily underwater. 
Director Ron Clements said an 
entire oceanic world will be 
created and populated with 
“merpeople’’ and even a 
Rastaffarian crab. Pre- 
dominantly a musical, seven 
‘songs are slated for this feature, 
all written by Howard Ashman 
and Alan Menken, who did the 
music and lyrics for “Little 
Shop of Horrors.’ Ashman is 
producing the cartoon and it is 
the first time someone who isn’t 
an animator or Disney exec has 


been intricately involved with 
an animated feature. 

Katzenberg said that these 
two films represent a plan to 
strike a balance between the 
sort of classical fable told in a 
mythical time and place with 
features of a more con- 
temporary nature. But that’s 
just one little cog in the grand 
re-vamping of the company. 
Morale and production were at 
an all-time low when Kat- 
zenberg was instated along with 
the head of the Walt Disney 
Company, Michael Eisner, in 
1984. Since then, the idea has 
been to pump a little of the old 
Disney tradition back into the 
studio, all the while including 
modern advantages. Like 
elsewhere, modernization 
means computerization. It was 
a devise used slightly in 1986’s 
“The Great Mouse Detective” 
and it will be employed to 
generate cars, trains and traffic 
in “Oliver and Company.” 

“It's to give us a greater 
believability without driving 
animators insane,”’ explained 
Katzenberg. It's not likely that 
computer animation will ever 
be the mainstay for charac- 
terization, and it’s meant only 
to blend in with hand-drawn 
creations, not stand apart from 
them. However, it will un- 
doubtedly be used more and 
more for inanimate objects, or 
for filling in colors and jobs of 
that ilk. It also gives the 
animators a more three- 
dimentional approach to 
inanimate objects. Katzenberg, 
who refers to the computer as a 
“tool,” added that it will be 
three to four years before 
computer animation is up to its 
full capabilities. 
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“Computer animation will 
bring the cost doWn,” said 
Katzenberg. ‘‘It does take some 
of the process of animation and 
make it much more efficient. 
Not the pure creative process of 
it. It really takes the process 
that is just labor intensive, that 
just takes tims 

Tina Price, an animator 
specializing in computer 
a bit more specific about 
exactly what can be done with 
computers at this time. “What 
we've been doing on “Oliver” is 
taking a lot of things, like steel 
girders and steel pipes and a lot 
of the traffic scenes, which 
would have been very costly to 
do traditionally by hand. 
Whereas in the computer, what 
I've done is just build one traffic 
car and in a sense copied it, and 
made minor changes in it. 

‘Yo make sure there is enough 
product on the market in bet- 
ween re-releases, there is the 
animation department being 
built in Florida that will 
produce featurette material, 
like ‘‘Mickey’s Christmas 
Carol,” which we saw a couple 
of years ago. “It is our hope that 
we will be able to turn out one or 
two of those a year, which will 
be made at that facility and will 
deal with the primary Disney 
characters,” said Katzenberg. 
He added that about six to eight 
such works are now in progress, 
along with several full-length 
features. 

These are mighty aggressive 
plans for a company that’s 
dealing with cartoons. Not that 


Walt was any slouch when it 
came to marketing stretegy and’ 
banking a buck. But he also, 


family entertainment, 
something Katzenberg said will 
never change, as the main 
thrust of the animated division 
of the Disney company is full- 
length, first-rate features. 
“We're not forgetting. our’ 
heritage and we’re not 
forgetting a franchise which no 
one else in the world has,” he 
said. 

“I don’t believe that every 
movie we make must appeal to 
all segments of the audience. 
And Disney animated product is 
primarily made for the two-to- 
12, two-to-14-year-old audience. 
It’s not made for teenagers, it’s 
not made for college kids. It’s 
made for families. It is made 
for parents to be able to take 
their children to. And we don’t 
consider that a bad thing. We 
don’t consider that a limited 
thing. 
* we believe that an 
animated film is going to go out 
and find the level of success of a 

Ghostbusters” or a “Star 
Wars”? No. That's not the 
business that we're in ... It is a 
profitable business for us.
